HURRICANE INSTRUCTIONS—WE DO OUR PART 

We wish it were different, but in the event of 
severe flooding caused by a hurricane, do not 
go down onto any of the Hamptons Subway 
system platforms seeking shelter.

OLD FISH MYSTERY SOLVED 

Retired bayman Lester Miller of East Hampton - 
contacted authorities this past week to report 
the sudden appearance on his front lawn of a 
large quantity of heavily decayed fish. Police 
who arrived on the scene reported seeing 
a large pile of dried fish bones and flesh. 
According to Hamptons Police spokesman 
Larry Hirsch, it wasn’t clear when the fish 
were placed on Miller’s property. “Mr. Miller 
first noticed the fish when he was taking his 
dog Stuart for his morning walk,” said Hirsch, 
“and neither Mr. Miller nor his neighbors 
heard or saw anything prior to that time.” 
When the Hamptons Police reported the odd 
occurrence to the environmental department, 


‘however, they were surprised to find that 


officials there not only knew of the fish, but 
that they themselves had placed the fish on Mr. 
Miller’s lawn. Hirsch explained the situation 
to reporters. “It turns out that 12 years ago, 


when Mr. Miller was still working as a bayman, 


these fish had been confiscated from him— 
officials at the time felt that Miller had taken 
over the legal limit. Mr. Miller took them to 
court at the time, and the matter had remained 
unsettled. Apparently, unbeknownst to Miller, 
the environmental department recently 
found in his favor, and so they returned the 
fish.” According to Hirsch, Miller feels 
“vindicated,” and is currently seeking ~ 
donations to help clean the old fish off of his 
front lawn. 


REPAVING HALTED 

Efforts to repave several roads around the 
Hamptons were halted this week due to the 
discovery that the asphalt being used wasn’t 
“classy” enough. Officials were first alerted 
to the unglamorous materials being used in 
the repaving work by concerned citizens who 
stormed a public meeting to protest. Police 
were called in to maintain the peace. “This is 
the Hamptons!” shouted one irate protestor. 
“We want our streets to glitter and gleam under 
the sun. Not the drab, gray pavement you see 
in the down-market suburbs.” The roadwork 
was halted so that officials could investigate 
the concerns. When contacted by authorities, 
the contractor undertaking the repaving 
acknowledged that there are special mixes of 
asphalt that incorporate common jewels and 
flecks of gold to give roads and highways a 
glittering appearance—“like the Yellow Brick 
Road in the Emerald City” is how he described 
it—but that these materials are far more costly 
than ordinary asphalt. As of press time, officials 
are debating whether to levy a special one-time 
tax on all property owners in the area in order 
to allow area roads to be paved with jewels and 
gold, and have put off the repaving work until 
they have made a decision. g&

A Fluke 


Seventeen Years Later, the Government Sent Him $1,000 for Some Fish 


BY DAN RATTINER 


ast week, bayman Stuart Vorpahl of East 

Hampton received a check for $1,000 from 
the State of New York. It was payment, without 
interest, for some boxes of fish that had been 
illegally confiscated from him in 1998. Imagine 
waiting 17 years to get paid. 

This long-ago battle was about whether he’d 
had a fishing permit when he caught the fish 
all those years ago. In 2003 a judge ruled in 
Vorpahl’s favor. So here, in 2015, was the check. 

“Lawyer Dan Rodgers told me it would be 
coming,” Stuart said. “He represented me. He 
also represented Kelly Lester and her brother 
Paul after a DEC official illegally confiscated 
fish for sale in an ice chest in Kelly’s front yard 
five years ago. He said this check would make 
me happy.” 

“What are you going to do with it?” I 
asked Stuart. 

“We’re still deciding which part of the South 
of France we want to go to,” he said. 

“What part of the State of New York is the 
check from?” 

“It’s from the State of New York Department 
of Environmental Conservation.” 


“Who signed it?” I asked. “The Governor?” 
“Some woman, Mary E. Balooski or Baloski, I 
can’t read the writing. And the whole check is 


handwritten, which is odd. Computers usually. 


fill out checks from the government. This one 
arrived in the mail.” 

“Is there something where they write what 
the check is for?” 

“Sure is. It says ‘Settlement for Ent. Case.’ 
Must be entire case.” 

“It was a big case?” 

“Oh yeah.” » 

Stuart told me the story. He’s been a bayman 
for the last 40 years. He has a license to fish. 
It comes from Thomas Dongan, the English 
Governor-in-Chief of the Province of New York. 
In 1686, Dongan, after getting an approval from 
the King, issued a patent giving the residents of 
East Hampton the right to fish all the bays and 
lakes and rivers in the town without interference 
from any other authority. For 330 years, it has 
been honored as a fishing license and it has 
survived numerous legal challenges. Vorpahl 
keeps a copy of the Dongan Patent in a clear 
plastic sleeve he keeps tacked to the dashboard 
of his fishing trawler The Polly and Ruth. He’s 
had it there 21 years. (Cont'd on next page)

When authorities come around, he shows 
them the Patent. On August 14, 1998, he 
was standing on Town Dock next to his 
boat, getting ready to go home, when he 
was approached by Joseph Billotto, an 
enforcement officer for the DEC who said 
the fish next to him on that dock had been 
caught illegally. The State of New York 
had passed a law requiring commercial 
fishermen to pay to get a permit to fish in 
the ocean. Vorpahl, who knew this drill, 
showed him his “permit.” He thought that 
would be the end of it. 

It wasn’t. 

With that, Officer Billotto gave Vorpahl 
a summons, took photographs of the 
fish boxes and then confiscated them. 
He loaded the boxes in the trunk of his 
vehicle as “evidence” and drove off. 

Vorphal was arraigned before the court 
on the charges of not having a license and 
therefore illegally possessing fish he’d caught, 
and he pleaded not guilty. The matter of the 
State of New York vs. Stuart Vorpahl therefore 
came up in the East Hampton Town Court 
before the local judge there. Witnesses were 
called. Testimony given. 

Vorpahl gave me a good account of how 
that went. He remembered it well. He’d had a 
lawyer. He said the fact there were fish on the 
dock didn’t prove they came from his trawler. 
Other fishermen testified that those boxes were 
props that the DEC enforcers had set there to 
pretend to catch people fishing illegally and 
they had seen them before. Billotto testified

that earlier he had seen Vorpahl loading the 
fish, which were fluke, into his trawler “a half- 
mile north off Culloden Point heading for the 
breakwater,” but there were also fishermen 
who testified that at the time Billotto said in 
his complaint he’d seen Vorpahl loading fish, 
11:30 a.m., in his boat a half-mile away from 
just off Culloden, they’d seen him in his trawler 
further east. Still others testified you couldn’t 
tell a fluke from a striper a half-mile away from 
Culloden Point. And still others testified that no 
commercial fisherman in his right mind would 
fish off Culloden, because the bottom is rocky 
and it would tear up the nets. And then Town 
Harbormaster Ed Michaels said he too saw 


Vorpahl elsewhere at 11:30, and he was 
not half a mile off Culloden. 

The judge in East Hampton declared a 
mistrial because of all these discrepancies, 
and afew months later Vorpahl discovered 
that in the new DEC petitions asking for 
a re-trial, Billotto was now saying he 
had seen Vorpahl fishing in Fort Pond 
Bay, one mile west of Culloden, where 
the other fishermen said they had seen 
him. He had actually modified his report. 
As a result, Vorpahl wrote two letters, 
one to the Chief of Investigations and 
the other to the Administrator of the 
State Commission on Judicial Conduct, 
|= detailing what he said was tampering 
13 with the evidence. He never received - 
'8a reply. Vorpahl also said that some of 

what the court stenographer had written 

down was no longer there. For example, 
Harbormaster Michaels’ testimony was not in 
the transcript. He also said that his lawyer had 
told him that the State, in asking for a re-trial, 
had not listed a proper cause to do so in 
their application. 

The entire local East Hampton fishing 
community had so rallied to Vorpahl’s defense 
that no further trial could ever find Vorpahl 
guilty of any supposed crime in this matter. 
The DEC would not give up, though. They 
asked that the matter be adjudicated in a 
courtroom in Riverhead, where they said a jury 
not prejudicial to the defense could be found, 
but Riverhead lawyers for the State said that

or 50 years, scientists have told us that 

there is no life on Mars because Mars has 
no water, and without water there can be no 
life. Maybe a thousand studies have come out 
with this information.

Bobby Jindal, or Piyush Jindal as he was known 
before he changed his first name.

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Global Warning 


Strange Doings with the Moon and the Sun & the Departure of Waldbaum’s

uring the past few weeks, an alarming 

thing has been happening to our sun. It 
has suddenly begun setting earlier and earlier. 
Something is wrong. 

It had been staying way up there until about 
8 p.m. every day for months and months, since 
May, and many of us hoped it was up there 
to stay at that time. What a treat to have it 
go down at 8, right after a nice evening meal. 
We pour champagne and clink our glasses 
in appreciation. 

But ever since Labor Day, now just three 
weeks ago, the sun has begun setting earlier 
and earlier. It is now going down at 6 p.m. The 
experts are baffled. Where will it all end? What 
if it goes down one night and in the morning 
it does not get back up, leaving us in total 
darkness for an extended period? What then? 

Theories abound. Some say it is God’s will. 


Others say it is the Iranians, who have given 
up nuclear weapons but now can do THIS. Still 
others say it is the Russians, or the Chinese. 
Or ISIS. 

Meanwhile, something alarming happened 
to our moon on Sunday night, September 27. It 
was hit with a triple whammy. 

It began about 6:34 p.m. And I am not making 
this up. At that time, some crackpot scientists 
said the moon would appear in the sky down 
at the horizon as the biggest full moon of the 
year, 14% larger and 33% brighter than usual. 
It faced the sun setting opposite for a while. 
Then, as the moon rose, higher and higher, it 
would get smaller and smaller, responding, the 
crackpot scientists say, because of a distortion 
of the curvature of the earth and the thickness 
of the atmosphere. Other experts said this was 
part of God’s will, or the Iranians, the Russians, 
the Chinese or ISIS. And still others, smartass 
scientists, said it was that the moon wobbles 


on.its axis around the earth and this was the 
point when it was the closest. They call it the 
“supermoon.” 

The second part of the triple whammy began 
at 9:07 p.m. that night, when the great moon 
began to dim. At 10:11 p.m. it was at its 
darkest—a blood red color—a total eclipse, 
with the earth’s shadow hiding the moon, the 
crackpot scientists said, and at 10:48 p.m. it 
was as dark as it would get, which was this dark 
blood red color. It stayed as a “blood moon” 
until 11:23 p.m. and then it slowly brightened 
and turned to its normal white color. You can’t 
make this stuff up. 

The third part of the triple whammy was that 
this was also the “Harvest Moon,” which was 
the full moon closest in time to the autumn 
equinox, whatever that is. The Harvest Moon 
foresees a huge harvest of vegetables and fruits 
this fall, or it foresees a very small harvest of 
vegetables and fruits. We (Cont'd on next page)

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came up with a plan to save them. Recently, 
however, the Southampton and East Hampton 
supermarkets—along with 23 others in the New 
York City area—caught the attention of Stop 
& Shop, which came in and purchased them 
for $146 million. Pénding the final approval of 
bankruptcy courts, these stores will close their 
doors in approximately mid-October and then 
transition from Waldbaum’s to a slightly better 
supermarket chain, Stop & Shop. 

I say slightly better because last week, 
Consumer Reports came out with ratings on all 
the national supermarket chains in America. 
It lists 68 of them, and it rates them for meat/ 
poultry quality, bakery quality, employee 
courtesy, produce quality and cleanliness. 

Waldbaum’s ranks last, number 68. Number 
1 is Wegman’s. A&P ranks 66. But Stop & Shop 
ranks better. It is 60th. ;

I guess this comes 
under the heading of what you don’t know 
won’t hurt you.

The letters stand for Independent Grocer’s 
Association.) 

It is also worth noting that the biggest 
supermarket of all in the Hamptons, King Kullen, 
in Bridgehampton, is not on this list. It is a: 
regional chain, and the list only includes national 
brands. I'd give it a thumbs-up though. But then 
you know what I have to compare it to. &

could not find the paperwork authorization 
requiring them to send a check. 

“Does it say anything else on the check?” 

“It says it was issued by the DEC’s ‘petty 
cash’ account.”

Stuart Vorpahl is now, in his mid-70s, retired 
from fishing.

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PCBs into the Hudson River for years and years 
and the stuff had gotten into the striped bass, 
which meant if you ate stripers you got poison. 
This seriously interfered with our fishery out 
here. There were four or five years the fish 
were poisoned. We couldn’t sell the catches. 
As a result, General Electric was required by 
the DEC to pay us restitution for the money we 
would have earned if there hadn’t been any PCB 
problem. As I recall, each of us fishing families 
were entitled to about $35,000, for the four 
years. All we had to do was produce paperwork 
to show our income from the year before the 
ban went into effect and they would calculate 
what was owed. For me, though, they didn’t.” 

“What do you mean?” 

“They. didn’t like my bookkeeping system. 
Just about everything | caught—my dad did 
this too—went to the fish market. We’d attach — 
a card to every box and the market would sign 


-for it and write the amount they were paying 


for it on the card. I saved all my cards. Had 
them from every year. But the DEC didn’t like 
the cards.” 

“Did you ever get paid?” 

“The DEC decided that those who didn’ t have 
acceptable bookkeeping would get $5,000 from 
GE per family. So I got that.” 

“Was it true that years later, the IRS came in 
and accused the baymen of not paying income 
taxes on what they got from GE?” . 

“It was. I wasn’t one of them, though. I'd 
always paid my taxes. And | thought the $5,000 
from GE was income, so | paid taxes on it. But 
others considered this as something other than 
income. It was compensation for lost wages. So 
they didn’t pay taxes. And the IRS caught ’em. 
A year later, though, I got a call from some man 
saying he was from the IRS. He demanded I pay 
taxes on my $5,000. I told him I already did, and. 
I didn’t believe he was from the IRS, but if he 
was he should call me back, and then I hung up. 
He did call back. And I sent him what my proof 
of payment was and never heard further of it. 
He was from somewhere in Idaho.” 

We talked about a current problem with 
the fishing. “It’s all bunker fish this year,” he 
said. “It’s been a terrible year. That’s all that’s 
out there. You set a net, an hour later it’s filled 
with a ton of these bunker fish. They also call 
them Menhaden. They’ve taken over. Never 
have seen anything like it. It’s got something to 
do with the environment, for sure, that all that’s 
out there is these bunker fish.” 

I told him I’d seen schools of them this 
summer in Three Mile Harbor when I walked 
my dog at night. By the harbor lights, you’d 
see them underwater, all shiny silver colored, 
moving in schools together as if they were one 
organism. And I hardly saw any other fish. 

“This August, a boatman up in Peconic Bay 
said over the marine radio they were tracking 
the biggest school of bunker fish they’d ever 
seen. It went on and on. In the end they 
measured it as a mile and a half in length. 
Imagine that. Millions and millions of bunker 
fish heading out to somewhere because there’s 
no market for them and we can’t do a thing 
with them.” 

I wished Vorpahl and his wife a good vacation 
in whichever part of the South of France they 
decided upon, and we went our separate ways. 
It’s always good to see him and hear what he 
has to say.

Recently 
Peak’s son wrote to Savio to 
say that he admired his work. 


What brought you from 
the Island of Gozo in the 
Mediterranean to the U.S.? 
The advertising jobs were 
in New York. | have family 
still in Gozo, and | try to visit every couple 
of years. Although I studied illustration and 
design for a while in the city, I am really self- 
taught. I appreciate how difficult it is to teach 
art, whether fine, industrial, or commercial. 
I’m skeptical of most of what I see—sorry if 
I'm offending modern artists—but many self- 
proclaimed painters can’t draw and many have 
no sense of composition, color or design. Then 
there’s that whole scene of name recognition. 
You look at a picture; who cares who did it, or 
what it can be sold for? If you have to explain 


- your work, forget it. You paint, you draw for the 


love of it. | love watercolor for its spontaneity, 
you can still work on it as it dries. 


What is it about the surreal that attracts you? 
By seamlessly blurring and occasionally 
breaking the arbitrary boundaries between 
dreams and reality, surrealist styles make 
the idiosyncratic conventional and turn the 
established and confined traditions on their 
head, marrying “illogic” to geometry. A lot of 
people do landscape but | like to work inside 
the landscape, show a figure, say, morphing 
into a tree. I love Dali; he did a lot of crazy 
things but he did them with a phenomenal sense 
of draftsmanship. He was a_ superb 
illustrator/painter. 


What’s the difference for you between 
illustration and painting? | 

First, I'd like to say something about drawing. I 
sketch all the time. Drawing is such an important 
skill. | can’t understand what happened after 
the Impressionists. Idiots, today, they think 
they’re modernists and that means they don’t » 
have to know how to draw? Take Rafael or 


- Michelangelo. They were basically illustrators, 


meaning they depict a story and they do it 
with superb design, color, composition. I'd 
say most artists today have no clue, they think 
of illustration merely as a style. As Norman 
Rockwell responded to the question, “why ride 
a horse when you can drive a car?” If you know 
how to appreciate art and use your tools well, 
that’s it. Photos? I use them to assist but not to 
rely on them.

surfing on the East End. “The air cools but the 
water is still warm, and often—early in the 
morning—you'll find yourself gliding through 
the mist as the heat of the water rises and turns 
to fog as it hits the cooler air.” 

As many beaches no longer require parking 
permits, the entire East End is available for 
people to try their hand at SUP. 

“SUP in general is great work out because 
it uses the entire body,” says Hunsberger. 
“It’s low impact and provides resistance. It 
strengthens the core, the arms, and the legs 
while providing a good amount of cardio.” 

“Stand up is an incredible training tool. It’s 
also a very good vehicle for transport. For 
fitness, it is an incredible workout. It makes 
you a better surfer, makes you stronger,” says 
Laird Hamilton, a famed big-wave surfer and 
the founder of SUP. Hamilton was in Sag Harbor 
earlier this summer for the annual Paddle for 
Pink, a stand up paddleboarding race that 
raises money for the Breast Cancer Research 
Foundation. 

Hamilton began stand up paddleboarding 
when his first daughter was born. He started 
experimenting with tandem boards so that he 
could take her surfing: “Before I took her out, 
I wanted to get good at riding the boards, and 
I thought, it would be nice if you never had 
to lay back down [to go surfing], if you just 
stayed up the whole time,” says Hamilton. He 
borrowed a canoe paddle from a friend and 
began to play around in the surf and catch 
smaller waves. “I was immediately struck by 
not only the perspective, but the whole feeling 
and the motion and the productivity of [SUP].” 
Hamilton made prototypes of more appropriate 
paddles and then began to shape the sport. 

Hamilton paddled for about five or six years 
by himself before the sport really took off. It 
has since spread from west to east, making 
its way into the Atlantic surf scene. Now an 
activity enjoyed both by people who seek the 
tranquility of a paddle through bays as well as 
those who crave the thrill of surfing the local 
breaks, SUP has a wide appeal. 

With the temperature of the Atlantic remaining 
in the mid-60s through early October, there’s no 
better time to get out there. Be mindful of the 
conditions, dress appropriately, and enjoy! 4

HIFF’s popular 10 a.m. morning conversations at 
Rowdy Hall continue, though they’re now called 
“Winick Talks,” in honor of the late American 
independent filmmaker, editor and producer Gary 
Winick, an HIFF Audience Award winner and lover of 
the Hamptons whose memorial fund also supports 
scholarships for up-and-coming filmmakers. - 

More than 40 countries will be represented at the 
festival, notes HIFF Artistic Director David Nugent, 
with many films from France.

A Cracked Pot Can Be a Thing of Beauty 


BY JEANELLE MYERS 


Last week we finished building 
three bamboo trellises in one 
large garden. Two are 4’ x 4’ x 
6.5’ and the other ones is 8’ x 8’ 
x 6.5.’ They are all on the middle 
axis of a four-part garden. 
| These are exact replacements 
—_ _ of trellises that were allowed to 
G ARD EN fall down during a period when 
the garden was completely 
neglected. This garden is 
densely planted and because these trellises are 
bamboo, they melt into the garden, especially when 
they are covered in roses and clematis. 

The roses on the original trellises were very 
mature; they covered the two small trellises and 
almost covered the large one. During this last 
winter and summer, | removed the roses from 
the broken trellises, | cut them back severely and 
supported them with bamboo tee-pees and kept 
them small (relatively) for climbing roses. I tend to 
anthropomorphize plants, but it seemed like they 
knew they had to remain small but then began to 
throw out large canes just before we started building. 
I am looking forward to recreating two walkthrough 
rose arches and one “room” covered with roses. 

Building these structures is not for novices, and 
if it weren’t for my background in carpentry they 
would have been very challenging indeed. One 
must also know how to lash and where to buy the 


appropriate lashing cord (on the internet), as it is not 
available locally. But the challenge is fascinating and 
the results beautiful. Having become familiar with 
the techniques, I have built many trellises like this. 
We once built eight in a row at the ends of vegetable 
beds and planted gourd birdhouses on them. Wow! 


When the vines finally covered them, it was fantastic, 


but when the gourds were hanging in the tunnel, it 
was magical—and also provided a lot of gourds that 
we turned into houses. 

I also like to put pots in the garden, along paths 
and at the edges of beds...really just about anywhere 
(i tend to be a “more is more” girl). Pots must be 
chosen with the specific spot in mind. Height, size, 
shape, style and color in relation to the mature 
garden are necessary considerations. “Specimen” 
pots can be, and often should be, unplanted. Any 
planted pots need the same considerations applied, 
and plantings should be in relation to plants in the 
near vicinity. Clusters of pots in the garden might 
also be used in the right spot. 

Pots can also be used in the landscape as focal 
pieces. I have some large pots that I rescued that 
were cracked or broken. I love to reconstruct broken 
pots and most of my pots are rescues. Pots about to 
be discarded at a client’s house will probably come 
home with me. Several large ones sit in my beds and 
alone in the landscape. Pots used in these ways serve 
as punctuation marks and call attention to the areas 
in which they sit. Often, a well-placed pot just makes 
the bed or landscape spot complete. 

More garden thrills this week: five Monarch

caterpillars and four more Monarch chrysalises! 
Another gardener makes and keeps a vegetable garden 
adjacent to the flowerbeds with the caterpillars and 
chrysalises. As we were deadheading and weeding, 
there was a scurry of baby lizards in the vegetable 
paths. This is the first time I have seen lizards in a 
garden! Toads and garter snakes also live on this 
property. The absence of chemicals for many years 
has produced the environment that allows these 
“critters” to thrive. This is a result of many years of 
my work and I am pleased.

extremely busy. So when we finally set a solid time 
for a phone interview I checked out the Backyard 
Brine website and found this under “About Us:” 
“Backyard Brine is a Long Island-based artisan pickle 
company run by husband and wife team Randy and 
Cori Kopke. All our pickles are hand-packed in small 
batches using fresh, all natural and local ingredients, 
some right from our own backyard garden. No 
artificial preservatives, chemicals or any of that 
weird yellow number 5 stuff...Our original recipes 
and seasonal specialties stand out from the rest, 
including some favorites ‘Dill Death,’ ‘Everything’ 
and ‘Pumpernickel RyRy.’ Careful, our pickles 
are addictive!” 

That seemed to say it all, but when | finally did 
speak to the Kopkes on speaker phone they had 
a big reveal: the two East Northport natives had 
just closed on a manufacturing site on Cox Lane in 
Cutchogue and they plan to open a pickle-tasting

room there.next month! Their neighbors on Cox Lane 
include North Fork Potato Chips and A Taste of the 
North Fork. So expect a lot of foodie synergy. Randy 
already offers pairing suggestions for his pickles with 
local wines, and with craft beers. Watch for “Spears 
and Beers” events. Did I mention that North Fork 
Chocolate Company in Aquebogue covers some of 
Backyard Brine’s pickles with dark chocolate: and 
sprinkles them with local sea salt for a special taste 
treat? Oh my. 

The coming Backyard Brine outlet was inspired 
by local wineries’ tasting rooms. Randy asserts 
“our goal has been a ‘vegetable vineyard’ from year 
one.” He muses that perhaps one day people will 
grow cucumbers for his pickle business in their own 
backyards and sell them to him, like many California 
homeowners sell grapes to their local vineyards. In 
the meantime, the Kopkes will continue to get the 
bulk of their cukes from North Fork farmers and 
they will be planting a big garden at their North Fork 
home to grow peppers, onions, “a lot of dill” and 
other herbs. They moved to Cutchogue permanently 
in June. 

The pickle tasting room will feature a “pickle bar” 
fashioned from old shipping pallets and a B.Y.O.B. 
policy. When manufacturing begins onsite in the 
New Year, the couple will also be offering tours of 
the cannery, and Cori plans to teach home canning 
classes. Tasty. 

How did _ this business, founded in 
December of 2013, start up and expand so 
quickly?

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“Harvest” of Great Food at East by Northeast

ast by Northeast (ENE), located in the Stone Lion 

Inn, is a quick walk from downtown Montauk. Its 
sister restaurants, Harvest on the Hudson and Half 
Moon in Dobbs Ferry, are a bit more of a walk, but 
another sister, Harvest on Fort Pond in Montauk 
—on South Emery Street—is also just a short 
walk away. 

ENE is spacious inside and out and features real 
candles, loads of dark hardwood and metal details, 
as well as tasteful, earthy ceramic serving ware. Its 
look is what I would call “Samurai-worthy.” 

Executive chef Jeremy Blutstein offers a wide range 
of precise dishes within the spectrum of gourmet 
pan-Asian cuisine, including a rich smattering of 
gluten-free and vegan options. He relies on many 


local ingredients, including Montauk pearl oysters 
and other seafood, Balsam Farms produce and 
Aquebogue’s Crescent Duck. The wine list has some 
local names too, like Wd6lffer Estate Vineyard and 
Macari Vineyards. My husband and | were pleased 
to spot a Fingers Lakes fave—Dr. Konstantin Frank’s 
dry riesling. Also pleasing to a samurai—ENE offers 
a nice range of sake by the bottle. (Who knew that 
there was any other way to order sake?) 

Husband saw the “Perfect Manhattan” on the 
cocktail menu and took the bait like a great striped 
bass (though he was wearing plaid at the time): 
Rittenhouse Rye, Carpano Antica Vermouth, brandied 
cherries “but not too sweet. It is a good Manhattan. 
That’s right.” 

We had just walked to ENE from a Nancy Atlas 
Project concert at Surf Lodge. Bassist Brett King

raved about ENE’s Long Island duck tacos with 
Chinese black vinegar caramel and suggested that 
Husband try them, so he did. He found them to be 
“unexpectedly rich, their sweet and salty sauce 
makes them a real flavor bomb. My only complaint 
is that now I need wipes.” He always needs wipes, 
dear readers. 

I thought about trying some of the sakes but I had 
an early morning meeting so | started off with the 
seaweed salad, which was very fresh and lively. We 
shared an order of the crispy (batterless!) organic 
cauliflower with Thai vinaigrette, which was mild 
and rich. It was served artfully spilling from a 
white cardboard take-out carton—a carton that we 
emptied completely.

I also ordered ENE’s signature Crazy Tuna roll 
to give it a try. Husband grumpily stated, “I don’t 
wanna eat sushi!” But after one taste the rest of the 
plate was cleared in about a minute. The very thin 
jalapefio pepper slices on top were just the right 
touch to set off the flavors of the tuna and avocado. 
It was a really well-balanced flavor combination and 
the small, sticky rolls allowed me to show off my 
chopsticks chops. 

Husband was tempted by one of the evening’s 
specials—a ribeye finished with W6lffer vinegar. 
But he quite liked his Grilled Block Island Swordfish 
with its charred Balsam Farms eggplant and cipollini 
onions in green curry. He described the eggplant as 
“pleasantly bitter.” At our friendly server Kristin’s 
suggestion, Husband sipped a glass of Super-Tuscan 
Chianti with his fish. 

My Montauk Lobster Somen Noodle Bow! came in 
a gloriously wild presentation. The whole was earthly 
and, of course, rich. Chef Blutstein included plenty of 
tender lobster chunks in a tight school, North Fork 
oyster mushrooms, celeriac and radishes, topped with 
micro greens. Balsam Farms garlic chives informed the 
tasty broth. Don’t get distracted by the bounty—slurp 
the thin noodles down first thing, before they become 
overcooked at table. I couldn’t quite finish it all, but it 
was delightful to try to do so. gy

marriage made in Montauk. 

The Kopkes had been making their own pickles 
from their own cucumbers for years, often giving 
them as gifts to friends. Early on Cori discovered 
that the pickle mixes sold in grocery stores are 
“terrible” and that “there had to be a better way.” She 
went her own route to develop homemade flavors 
for both fermented and vinegar pickles. In May of 
2013 Cori’s brother got married in Montauk. For the 
wedding celebration, the Kopkes concocted some 
unique pickles, including their “We Go Together Like 
Bread and Butter.”

Top Five Real Estate Attorney No-No’s

ou may have read in the news about attorneys 

who stole their clients’ money, lost their license 
and went to jail. Yes, managing escrow money gets 
attorneys in trouble the most often. However, there 
are many other red flags that you should watch out 
for when selecting legal representation for your 
real estate transaction. Here is a list of the top five 
real estate attorney no-no’s that go beyond theft, 
and which every client should be mindful of when 
seeking representation. 


DUAL AGENT REPRESENTATION RESTRICTION 
Clients need to be sure that their attorney is only 
acting as their attorney when seeking representation. 
In fact, attorneys are ethically precluded from 
representing both parties in a real estate transaction. 
The buyer and the seller must be independently 
represented or, instead, represent themselves (this is 
called pro se) in the transaction. An attorney cannot 
even have his legal fee paid for by the other side of 
a transaction (the buyer paying the seller’s attorney 
is not permitted).

Make sure your attorney is only representing you. 


BROKERING WHILE LAWYERING PRECLUSION 
Interestingly, a lawyer can legally act as a real estate 
broker without a real estate brokerage license in the 
State of New York pursuant to real estate license law. 
However, an attorney cannot so act ethically while 
simultaneously representing a party to a real estate 
transaction in a legal capacity due to attorneys’ 
ethics rules. This ethical prohibition extends to both 
the attorney’s spouse and other members of the 
attorney’s law firm where one acts as a real estate 
broker and the other acts as a transactional attorney 
in the same transaction. The rationale for this ethical 
rule is that an attorney who acts as a real estate 
broker will be motivated to close the transaction in 
order to receive the brokerage commission, which 
is typically only paid at closing, while a real estate 
transactional attorney is required to maintain an 
independence necessary to advise a client not 
to proceed with a given transaction. or course of 
negotiations. Simply stated, an attorney’s financial 
benefit cannot cloud his professional judgment.

Clients need to be sure to have different professionals 
serving as their real estate broker and transactional 
attorney when buying and selling real estate. 
While collaboration between these professionals 
is in a client’s best interest, commingling of fees 
certainly is not. 


PROHIBITION ON TAKING KICKBACKS 
Not only should an attorney not act as a real estate 
broker while also providing legal representation in a 
transaction, such attorney is also ethically precluded 
from sharing in a referral fee from a real estate

broker for sending the buyer or seller to the broker 
in the first place. Still further, an attorney shouldn’t 
accept monies incident to referring a mortgage 
broker/banker, surveyor, insurance broker, stager, 
title insurer or any other third-party to their client 
(i.e., these recommendations are part of the fee for 
representation). The key is that attorneys must have 
no incentive in the transaction beyond looking out 
for their client’s best interest.

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confidentiality as to their client’s secrets, and absent 
a fraud on a tribunal (i.e., court), an attorney needn’t 
disclose any of those confidences. However, the 
act of an attorney sharing your confidences with 
a third-party service provider waives a client’s 
right to claim privilege if such attorney is asked 
about any confidences by anyone including a judge. 
Additionally, certain third-party service providers 
actually have a statutory obligation to affirmatively 
disclose client confidences to a client’s detriment 
(i.e., a seller’s real estate broker must disclose all 
facts known to the agent materially affecting the 
value or desirability of property and a buyer’s 
real estate broker must disclose all facts known to 
the tenant’s ability and/or willingness to perform 
a contract to rent or lease landlord’s property). 
So, attorneys should obtain their client’s informed 
consent prior to sharing any information with anyone 
beyond the client about the transaction, except 
information concerning the fact that a contract was 
signed or information necessary for the scheduling 
of a closing because such sharing is required to 
effectuate the representation (i.e., you can’t have a 
closing unless the lender and title company know to 
show up). 


BEING THE DEAL KILLERS 
Old-school attorneys often wrongfully operate from 
an outdated attorneys’ ethics rule known as the 
means-end test. Thereunder, a client could identify 
the end goal of the representation and a lawyer could 
effectuate obtaining such goal under any means the 
lawyer deemed fit pursuant to the lawyer’s complete 
discretion and control. As a result, many a lawyer 
would smell risk in a transaction and kill the deal 
as this tactic minimized all exposure to suit for 
malpractice or otherwise. In 2009, New York adopted 
new attorneys’ ethics rules, called The Rules of 


Professional Conduct, which modifies the means- 
end test into client informed consent. Thereunder, 
it’s not the attorney’s job to kill a client’s deal. 
Instead, it’s the attorney’s job to advise their client 
of the risks and benefits of each proposed course 
of action and then, to ask the client to make an 
informed choice. 


Today, transactional lawyers should be using 


informed consent letters throughout a real estate 
transaction. In fact, the real value of an attorney in 
a real estate transaction is to provide the client with 
the requisite know-how to make smart choices (e.g., 
should a buyer close with escrow if their walk-through 
discovers water in the basement; or should a buyer 
purchase a house without a certificate of occupancy; 
or should a seller permit a pre-possession agreement 
with the purchaser; or should a seller accept an

attorney escrow check rather than a bank check in 
accepting payment). In every possible scenario there 
is not a one-size-fits-all right answer that works across 
the board and, instead, clients’ decisions should be 
modified based upon their unique circumstances 
once they are advised of and understand risk. Still 
further, the best transactional attorneys not only 
advise their clients about the law, but also provide 
guidance about the best practice in business in order 
to empower their clients to make smart choices. 
This way, a top attorney’s job is to help his client 
make money. g&
